The Town of Bradford 
West GwiUimbury has 
recognized the “significant 
cultural value” of die 
Auld Kirk on the 6th Line, 
and has agreed to take 
on ownership of the 145 
year old building and 
the adjacent cemetery - 
just as soon as the BWG 
Local History Association 
completes roof repairs. 

The church was originally 
Presbyterian, founded 
by settlers who returned 
from the failed Red River 
Settlement circa 1819, but 
is currently owned by the 
United Church of Canada. 
The United Church 


has offered to transfer 
ownership to the Town for 
a nominal amount. 

A report noted that the 
building is “in remarkable 
condition” for its age, and 
urged the Town to accept 
ownership, and look 
into weather-proofing, 
improvements to security, 
and the establishment 
of a “Friends of the Auld 
Kirk” Committee, to make 
recommendations for the 
future use of the building, 
and to raise funds for its

that the Town already 
maintains the active

cemetery at the church, as required 
under the Cemeteries Act. 

“I support this,” said Mayor 
Doug White. “This is a historically 
significant building... At the very 
least, make the building secure, 
watertight. What comes next, will 

Councillor Ron Simpson agreed. 
“It’s a very solid building,” he said. 
“It’s a nice-looking building... 
probably worthwhile protecting.” 

Deputy Mayor Rob Keffer noted 
that not only was the Auld Kirk 
the earliest place of worship in the 
Township, it's the burial place of 
lohn Diefenbaker’s grandparent. 

Local History Association member 
Bill Marks advised that a roofer 
has been hired, and is expected 
to complete the work in the next 
few weeks. The Association has 
“enough money for the roof,” he 
said, after transferring $3,500 from 
another account, and has already 
established a "Friends of the Auld 
Kirk” Committee to raise funds for 
other projects. 

"We’re moving forward.” 

The Association also plans to 
reapply for a provincial Trillium 
grant. 

Council was unanimous in 
supporting the acquisition of the 
Auld Kirk.

Town will approve 2.27% hike 


Bradford West GwiUimbury CouncU 
voted to adopt the 2013 budget, 
in the November 20 meeting of 
Committee of the Whole. 

The Budget contains a net levy 
of $17,902 million - up from 
$16,581 million in 2012. The 
increase includes a number of 
“enhancements” to service levels, 
including the introduction, midway 
through 2013, of Public Transit - but 
the impact on taxpayers has been 
largely offset by additional growth in 
assessment. 

Based on current estimates of the 
Police Service levy, County of Simcoe 
levy and Education tax, the blended 
property tax increase comes to 2.27% 
- or an additional $89.15 per year 
($7.43 per month) for an average 

Director of Finance Ian Goodfellow 
warned that the numbers are only 
estimates at this point. Although 
the Police budget has now been set,

it has yet to be formaUy adopted 
by CouncU - and neither the 
Education tax nor the County levy 
has been determined. “This is our 
best estimate, at this point in time,” 
GoodfeUow said. 

County CouncU’s decision, on 
whether to bUl soUd waste on a per- 
household basis, or roU the cost into 
the assessment, wiU also have an 
impact, he said. 

The County is expected to vote 
on the “very divisive” issue on 
November 27, said Mayor Doug 
White. With 8 out of 16 municipaUties 
currently billing on a per-household 
basis, and 8 using assessment, “that 
vote on the 27th is going to be a coin 
flip." 

Mayor White said that on the 
negative side, “we have probably 
the highest property values in the 
County,” which would put a greater 
share of the burden for solid waste

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Candidate has local ties 



Since Kathleen Wynne was first 
elected to Provincial Parliament, in 
2003, she has filled many roles within 
the Liberal government. As the MPP 
for Don Valley West, she served as 
Parliamentary Assistant to the Minister 
of Training, Colleges and Universities, 
before taking on the role of Minister 
of Education (2006-2010), Minister of 
Transportation (2010-2011), 
and most recently, Minister 
of Municipal Affairs and 
Housing, and Aboriginal 
Affairs. 

Now she’s hoping for a new 
role: Leader of the Ontario 
Liberal Party, and Premier 
of Ontario, at least until the 
next election. 

It was really that wide- 
ranging background and nearly a 
decade of experience that led Wynne 
to toss her hat into the ring. “Tve seen 
government from a whole range of 
different angles,” she says. “I really 
believe I have something to offer.” 

It wasn’t an easy decision. "It’s a big 
commitment. I had to step down from 
cabinet,” leaving a number of unfinished 
initiatives, she says. “It’s also a big 
commitment, in terms of family.” 

Her three children and two 
granddaughters are an important part of 
her life; the demands of the premiership 
will leave far less time for family. 

There are now 6 candidates for the 
leadership. Whoever takes on the role 
of Leader will do so at a time of sagging 
polls and scandal, but Wynne prefers 
to focus on the positive achievements 
of the last 9 years, including all-day 
Kindergarten, smaller classroom sizes, 
and reduced medical wait times, rather 
than the “baggage." 

“I’ve got some great things in my 
baggage. I've got some not-so-great 
things in my baggage,” she says. 

“Obviously, we’ve got fiscal challenges - 
that is a priority for me.” 

The biggest challenge, though, will 
be overcoming the deep divisions that 
have swallowed the middle ground, ttezier.

especially when it comes to Bill 115, and 
teachers’ bargaining rights. 

As she said when she launched her 
leadership campaign, Nov. 5, "They keep 
telling me there’s no middle ground 
in politics... I’m here because I believe 
that kind of political discourse severely 
underestimates the people of Ontario.” 

“My hope is that some deals will 
be reached, by December 
31,” Wynne says. Her focus, 
as leader, would be to keep 
lines of communications 
open, to negotiate. “That’s my 
background.” 

She suggests that the best way 
to ensure “this doesn’t happen 
again” is to ensure "more 
clarity” in the process. “There 
was some confusion over whose 
role was what,” Wynne says, promising 
to meet with all involved parties to 
work out a better process. Bottom line, 
"my preference would be always not to 
impose collective agreements.” 

As for the “Peaker" Plant cancellations 
Wynne points out, "The reality is that all 
of the parities agreed that there should 
not be a plant in that location” - but “the 
timing was not good." 

She is promising stronger up-front 
consultation with communities, and 
meetings with the opposition, to make 
sure that “any of the questions they’re 
asking, they get answers.” 

The biggest long-term impact of the 
peaker plant situation has been a loss 
of trust. “The public gets the notion that 
the government isn’t paying attention, 
and that’s very damaging," Wynne 
says. The solution? “Having authentic 
leadership is the key” - something she 
feels she can provide. 

Wynne is often seen as a “Toronto” 
politician, but she has strong ties to 
areas north of the GTA. Her family 
comes from Richmond Hill, she has a 
sister in Newmarket, and another in 
Bradford - along with 3 nieces and 1 
nephew. She also has the endorsement 
of local former Liberal candidate, Gloria

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Police Budget presented 

The Bradford West Gwillimbury-Innlsfil Police Services 
Board formally presented the 2013 South Simcoe Police 
Service budget to BWG Council on November 20 - and 
praised the processes instituted by new Police Chief Rick 
Beazley. 

Through cost containment, organizational review, and 
the recommendations of the Efficiencies Working Group, 
the budget has been reduced from 2012 levels - despite 
rising costs, a 3% negotiated wage and benefit increase, 
and population growth. “It’s unheard of in this province 
today,” noted PSB Vice Chair Sharon Villani. 

The projected increases totalled about $1.1 million - 
but the efficiencies eliminated $1.2 million, resulting in 
a 0.55% decrease in the budget, year over year. Adding 
in a payment for court costs, the overall decrease comes 
to 0.78%, and "it’s still a work in progress, to find more 
efficiencies,” Villani said - with no loss of service. 

A key to the reduction has been the re-organization, 
which eliminated one Inspector and one Staff Sgt. 
position, while increasing front-line presence. Two 
constables were hired in 2012,2 more in 2013 - but the 
costs have been offset by retirements and attrition. 

There has also been re-organization of the Civilian 
staff. CRO overnight shifts, between 11 p.m. and 7 a.m., 
will be eliminated beginning January 2nd. Several years 
of research found that “less than 1% of the walk-in traffic” 
at both police stations occurred during that time period - 
and that only a tiny fraction of those who showed up were 
there for a records inquiry, said Staff Sgt. Steve Wilson. 

Replacing one Marine Unit officer on board the Police 
vessel with a Special Constable at a “much cheaper pay 
scale” has also freed up hundreds of hours of frontline 

Partnerships, new outreach to the community, new 
communications strategies - it’s all “a testimony to 
local autonomy in action,” said Villani. "It’s absolutely 
priceless.” 

“I don't think there’s any member of this Council that 
doubted the men and women of this police service," said 
Councillor Raj Sandhu, adding, “I think we should have 
gotten budgets like this years ago.” 

“When Chief Beazley interviewed, he’d done extensive 
research into our police service,” and identified areas of 
possible efficiencies, said Mayor Doug White. “I think we 
can lament the past, and shake our heads over why these 
efficiencies weren’t found before - but that’s in the past.”

management costs on the Town. On the other hand, 
basing the costs on assessment means that all taxpayers 
- including retail, commercial and industrial - would 
pay a share. White said that he had asked Goodfellow to 
“do this number crunching,” to determine the impact on 
taxpayers, prior to Tuesday’s vote. 

He added, "I’m proud of this budget... We took it from 
a number that wasn’t acceptable to a number that was,” 
providing enhancements “at a minimal impact. I think 
this budget strikes a very good balance. We got to where 
we needed to be.” 

The Town also approved a Water Budget of $5.29 million 
representing an increase of 3.1%, and a Wastewater 
budget of $4,584 million, up 5.9%. The blended increase 
in Water/Wastewater comes to 4.3% - or an additional 
$3.77 per month for the average residential ratepayer.

because they cannot pay." 

Toronto’s Ronald McDonald House 
opened in 1981, with only 19 rooms. 
It was replaced by a 26-room facility 
on Gerrard St. where, said Slama, "we 
had more people on the waiting list 
than we had actually in the House." 

That led to plans to build a new 
facility, just behind Mount Sinai 
Hospital, within walking distance of 
the Hospital for Sick Children. The $31 
million building opened a year ago; 
with 81 rooms, it’s the largest Ronald 
McDonald House in the world. 

The families and the seriously ill 
children who stayatRonaldMcDonald 
House “need a lot of support,” Slama 
said - and so does Ronald McDonald 
House, to cover its costs. "The House 
really appreciates all the support,” 
she said. “Unfortunately, the need is 
very great.”

Coast to Coast Against Cancer Foundation has a number 
of campaigns, all of them raising money and awareness 
for Paediatric cancer, to assist kids “living with and 
beyond cancer.” 

There are bicycle relays and rides, around Ontario and 
across Canada - and for those who aren’t quite so active, 
or who can’t make the commitment in time and energy, 
there’s the Inside Ride. 

The Inside Ride encourages participants to sign up as 
a team, raise funds, dress up, and take turns riding a 
stationary bike, for 2 hours. All of the funds raised go to 
support kids and cancer families, by funding oncology 
camps, programs and research scholarships. 

Since the Inside Ride was first established 5 years ago, 
Coast to Coast Against Cancer has held more than 400 
of the events, mostly in workplaces. Secondary Schools 
and post-secondary institutions - and has raised over $5 
million. 

On November 15, the Student Council at Bradford

Longboarding. Skateboarding. The terms 
bring up an instant image: kids, curbs, 
skateparks. 

But what about “Gravity Sports"? 

That’s the new name for downhill 
longboard racing, that is putting the 
sport on a more professional footing.

Neumeyer’s links 
to longboard 
racing, has been 
a hot spot for 
“Gravity Sports.” 

Neumeyer 
organized 
the first legal 
longboard street 
race in Ontario, 
sanctioned by the 
Town - Go Fast & 

Trick 4 Kids. 

And the Town 
is producing 
champions. 

Logan Whyatt, 
a student at 
Bradford District 

High School, won the Junior Division at 


Sports. 

Logan, now 14, took up the sport about 3 
years ago. He was originally interested in 
skateboarding, and in trick skating - but 
then saw a longboard at Bare Beaunz, and 
as his mom says, “There's been no looking 

He entered that first Go Fast race, on the 
9th Line of Bradford West Gwillimbury, 
and did “terrible - it didn’t go so well.” 

But he persevered; he not only stuck with 
it, he started entering longboard races all 
over the province - both sanctioned and 

hills and winding roads. 

And he steadily improved. “I didn’t do so 
well in the beginning, but then I started 
winning, and winning. I think that helped 
me feel more confident,” Logan says. In 
the 2nd Go Fast racing event, he placed 
2nd in the Junior Division. 

This year, Logan registered with the 


International Gravity Sports Association, 
and has participated in races that 
included the Maryhill Festival of Speed in 
Washington State: 3.5 km, 21 turns, and 
“pure leg pain.” He finished in 8th place, 
racing against top longboarders from all 
over file world. 

He raced the roller-coaster of the 
Soldiers of Downhill race in Ohio - “It was 
a lot of fun, but it was scary!” - and the 
Buffalo Bill Downhill Race in Colorado, 
not a sanctioned 
race but just for 
fun, so-named 
because Buffalo 
Bill is supposedly 
buried at the top 
of the hill. 

Logan is 14, 
but he’s also 
tall for his age, 
and competes 
not only in the 
Jr. but the Open 
Men’s classes. 
And that’s what 
he did at Picton 
this September. 
He won the 
IGSA Canadian 
Junior Downhill 

Skateboard tide, and finished in 12th 
place overall, despite a crash on a sharp 

He’s currendy ranked 8th in North 
America, 11th in the world series, and 
although his season is done for the year 
(there are races in Australia and Africa, 
but it’s too far for him to travel), he plans 
to continue longboard racing next year - 
“definitely!" 

Right now, Logan is sponsored only by 
Bare Beaunz. The Bare Beaunz logo is 
on his protective leather suit, and on his 
skateboard - a GMR Pro Tucker designed 
by Mischo Erban and Fred Baumann, with 
Ronin precision trucks. 

But if he’s going to achieve his goal next 
year - racing the entire North American 
IGSA circuit, and at least one sanctioned 
race in South America - he's going to need 
more support. 

That’s his dream - that, and competing in 
the Olympics when Gravity Sports finally 
receive Olympic recognition.
